That pride of Spirit s the ground of ſtrife and con- 
tention. | 

So faras a man'is proud, he is contentious. 

It is a DoQtrine from the grnerall, I will be very 
bri-fe in the handling off ir. Ir is confirmed, 

Prov. 13.10. Only by pride comes contention. 

Example, 1n the Apaliite of Chriſt, ELuk.22.24. 
When once they began to ſeek for priority of place, by 1nd 
by they were at ods. 

For information, To let us ſee the true cauſe of 
alfrhe contentions inthe world: either in Church 
or Stare either publick or private,to ariſe only from 
Pride. The fin of this age 1s Pride, and the Pride of 
this age is intolerable; Theſe be Saint Panls Tem- 
pora noviſsima, the Winter of the world : 'Wherein 
pride and contentions do daily meerte each other.

' In the Church, the pride of fin carries them ſo 
far,as that they would all be Apdſttes, they would 
all be Prophers,aud reachers, Docerent antequam di 


drcerunt. * 
Thar 4759 may maincaine his damnable errour, 
Anno 358, {ince revived, fayes, thar Gad did reveal: 
ir cro.him*and Montanu called himſelf Paracleturw, 
or the holy Ghoſt. Here is pride with 2 witneſſe, now 
whav contentions did arife from hence? the Hiſtory 
of Theodvryer, and orhers ſer fotth: T ſuppoſe, it wy

© be truly-affirmed,chat it is nothing but Pride and ſelf 
conceitedneſs, that make ſo many become Separa- 


tiſts, from whence ariſcth ſo many hor contentions + 


in theſc dayes. 

Inthe State or Common-wealth, pride is the.caule 
of all Contentions. The ſervant would be as his 
Maſter, the. peaſant as the Prince, the Coblcr as 
* the Courtier, Currus ſequitur Curiam, and hereby all 

' things are brought into confufion. What is the 
ground of diſaftc&tion amongſt Miniſters 2 Diſlike 
and jarring amongſt Commanders ? Falling out a- 
mongſt ſouldiers? ſcolding amongſt Neighbours ? 
but onely pride,not having lcarnedthis of theApoſtle

I befecch you be, perſwaded to take heed of this 
tympany of Pride, that contentions'may ceaſe : God

exalt the hamble and meek : he will feed the hungry 
with good things, but the rich be will ſend empty away. 
Pride wil have afal.a great pride wil have a greatfal. 
Herod by his Pride of from a throne of gold, ro 
becatcn'of Lice, agreat fall ! Nebuchadnezzax by 
his Pride fell from the State of a King tothe qualic 
of a bcaſt, and became like an Oxe that eatect 
eraſe: Adam fcll trom innocency to mortality: And 
yet ſeca greater fal then all rheſc; By Pride the An- 
gels fell trom heavento hel, from feliciry 8o miſery, 
are now reſerved in chaines under darknes to the Judge- 
went of the great day, Jude ver.6, And therefore take 
heed of ir. And that our contentions, the fruirs of
